The amended plans were presented to the li¬ 
censing sub-committee last week and the com¬ 
pany was informed of the decision on Monday. 

The committee said: “[We] took account of 
the impact on residents adjacent to the Market 
Place who were already subjected to consider¬ 
able noise from traders, shoppers and pedes¬ 
trians from early each morning. 

“The sub-committee noted concerns ex¬ 
pressed about the possible music and alcohol 
led pub type nature of the operation based on 
observations of the applicant’s Whitechapel 
premises.” 

Council environmental protection officer 
Richard Odell and Kingston police officers vis¬ 
ited the Whitechapel branch. Mr Odell said at 
last week’s meeting: “From my observations it 
is not a high-end restaurant. 

“[To me] it is a cross between a Pizza Ex¬ 
press and a public house. It is a lovely envi¬ 
ronment and I wouldn’t mind drinking there. 
Would it fit in in Kingston?” 

Chef Andy Cooper, who helped start the 
brand in 2009, bridled visibly at the character¬ 


isation, and denied that the restaurant would 
be like the Whitechapel Stable, which is inside 
an old nightclub and still hosts live music. 

He said Market House was a “sensitive 
building “ and would cater to a “much broader 
demographic”. 

Under the approved plans, the restaurant 
will have to close at 11.30pm every day and 
gather in its outside seating by 8.15pm. Earlier 
this year the Market House’s current traders 
set up an online and paper petition against 
converting the “unique visitor attraction”. It 
has gathered about 15,000 signatures so far. 

Nicky French, one of the independent trad¬ 
ers who works in the building, said she expect¬ 
ed a decision in September. 

She said: “It is very difficult because the 
council seem to want it to go through. 

“But we have not had a single person come 
in that thinks it is a good idea. No one seems to 
be for another pizza restaurant, especially in 
this building.” 

The Stable did not respond a request for 
comment. 


KINGSTON’S ancient Market House is one 
step closer to becoming a pizza joint after 
the chain hoping to take it over was granted an 
alcohol licence. 

The Stable has not yet gained planning 
permission to turn the listed building into 
its latest restaurant and is expected to bring 
conversion plans before Kingston Council 
later this year. 

But councillors granted the Devon-based 
pizza, pie and cider chain permission to sell 
alcohol from 11am to 11pm every night of the 
week to people “waiting for a table or [who] 
are taking a table meal”. 

The Stable had reduced its alcohol sale 
proposals by 30 minutes from 11.30pm, or 
midnight on Fridays and Saturdays, after 
Kingston police branded the application 
“unacceptable”.

47-year-old who quit his job in PR to launch Bite Back charity will give talk at TEDx event 


Diver Graham on a mission to stop 
restaurants serving up shark meat

A SCUBA diver quit his PR job in 
a crusade to rid restaurant menus 
across the country of shark meat, 
saying the feared predators “deserve 
our admiration”. 

Graham Buckingham, 47, is the 
founder of Norbiton-based marine 
conservation charity Bite Back, 
which has persuaded major retailers 
such as Asda and Iceland and Hol¬ 
land and Barrett to stop selling shark 
meat since it was set up in 2004. 

He has been announced as one 
of the speakers for the upcoming 
TEDx talks in Kingston in November, 
having been inspired to transform 
perceptions of sharks while scuba 
diving in the Red Sea in 2001. TEDx 
talks are independently organised 
versions of the popular ideas-shar- 
ing conferences. 


Mr Buckingham, of Piper Road, 
said: “I’ve no shame in saying that 
when I learned to dive the last thing 
I wanted to see under the water was 
a shark. 

“But I started wondering why I 
wasn’t seeing them in areas where 
sharks are renowned. 

“It became hugely apparent that 
they were being fished. 

“That’s where it becomes particu¬ 
larly emotive, there are no two ways 
about it - it’s horrible and barbaric,” 
he added. 

Mr Buckingham quit working in 
PR for a car company and set up the 
charity in a bid to rid restaurants 
and supermarkets of the famous dish 
shark fin soup. 

Bite Back’s biggest success came 
soon after its foundation when Asda 
removed shark meat from its shelves 
after the charity presented 3,000 
emails in protest. 

Mr Buckingham added: “It real¬ 
ly got to the point where I was less 


interested in the cars people were 
driving and more in the fish people 
were eating. 

“I think when I started people 
thought I was slightly mad, but it’s 
no longer a strange topic. 

“It’s so exciting that TEDx is com¬ 
ing to Kingston. It’s just a fantas¬ 
tic opportunity to get the message 
across.” 

He believes the charity is now on 
the “home stretch” and will have 
rid the UK of the meat within two 
years, but says there is still work to 
be done with changing perceptions 
thanks to Hollywood films convey¬ 
ing sharks as frightening killers. 

His ‘Defending Jaws’ talk is one 
of the first to be announced for 
TEDx, which begins on November 4. 

Others include artist Hannah 
Catherine Jones’s exploration of 
music and grief, called ‘Grieving 
Aloud’, and ‘Lessons of a Goat Boy’ 
by Community Brain director Rob¬ 
in Hutchinson.

Fundraiser Brelt will scoot 122 miles 


FUNDRAISERS taking on ardu¬ 
ous athletic feats for charity is 
nothing new. 

But a Surbiton man has taken 
the idea to another level as he 
plans in a week’s time to ride 
a push-along scooter 122 miles 
without any training. 

Brett Alderton, 38, hopes to 
raise £1,248 for Creative Youth, 
the charity that organises the 
International Youth Arts Festi¬ 
val, by scooting from Surbiton 
to Swanage.

They turned up just in time 
to go on after a tap act. 

But The Jam’s medley of 
Beatles covers failed to im¬ 
press. The band never heard 
from the talent show again. 

The original application 
letters were found by Paul 
Weller’s sister Nicky while 
she was curating The Jam: 
About the Young Idea - the 
exhibition for Liverpool’s 
Cunard Building on display 
until September 25. 

Mr Weller has said he was 
relieved not to have made it 
on to the show which made 
stars of Su Pollard, Paul Dan¬ 
iels and Bonnie Langford. 

He told music journalist 
Henry Deeds: “We played 
them a few of our own tunes. 
I can barely remember doing 
it. We were so s***. And thank 
God. I don’t want to think 
what would have happened if 
we’d ended up getting on.”

A DEVON man who quit his 
job to spend two months hik¬ 
ing around the South West 
coast for charity was aston¬ 
ished to return home to a 
traffic violation fine from 
Kingston Council. 

Jim Bray, 36, embarked 
on the 630-mile journey in 
June - walking on average 
13.6 miles every day - to raise 
money for the Force Cancer 
Charity 

But when the former NHS 
press officer returned home 
on Friday, he found a £130 
fine from Kingston Council 
saying he had made an illegal 
turn in Thetford Road, New 
Malden, on July 10. 

Mr Bray, who lives in Ti¬ 
verton, Devon, was at a bed 
and breakfast in south Corn¬ 
wall when he was accused of 
the driving offence. 

He said: “Last year I had a 
health issue myself and I was 
encouraged to try and get out 
and walk a bit more. It was a 
once-in-a-lifetime experience 


and I’m very glad I decided 
to do it. 

“I just opened the post last 
Friday morning and I was a 
bit surprised to see it. 

“It wasn’t so much anger, 
I just assumed it would be a 


mistake. I had no intention of 
paying it.” 

Screenshots taken from 
CCTV sent to Mr Bray 
showed a white van making 
the illegal right turn, despite 
the fact that Mr Bray drives a 


red Suzuki. 

In response he wrote an 
open letter on Facebook jok¬ 
ingly asking Kingston Coun¬ 
cil to donate the potential 
£195 fine to his charitable 
causes. 


The council has since 
pledged a £100 donation. 

Mr Bray also suggested the 
council should “use the mon¬ 
ey to update your CCTV and 
number plate recognition 
systems”. 

He added: “Obviously I 
knew I hadn’t driven a car 
since early June so I knew it 
must have been some sort of 
error. 

“I’ve been to London a few 
times but I’ve never been to 
New Malden.” 

Mr Bray set off from Som¬ 
erset on Friday, June 10 as 
part of the mammoth trek, 
eventually arriving at the fin¬ 
ish line in Dorset last Thurs¬ 
day. So far, he has raised 
£7,000. 

A Kingston Council spokes¬ 
man said: “We apologise for 
the inconvenience caused to 
Mr Bray for what has been a 
basic administrative error by 
our contractor. 

“The penalty charge no¬ 
tice has been cancelled and 
our contractors, NSL Servic¬ 
es, have offered to make a 
donation of £100 to his cho¬ 
sen charities as a gesture of 
goodwill.”

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Charity box thief is sentenced 


Circumstances leading to girl’s sex abuse to remain secret 


A THIEF who stole two charity boxes 
from a Chessington pub has been spared 
jail. 

Anthony Richards, 28, from Longmead 
Road, Thames Ditton, admitted stealing 
two charity boxes belonging to Shooting 
Star Chase - an Addlestone hospice for 
children and teenagers with life-limiting 
conditions - and Cancer Research from 
the North Star pub in January 

The Cancer Research collection box 
was placed in the Hook Road pub by 
Julie Weinard, who had worked there 
for nearly 20 years before leaving when 
she was diagnosed with cancer about 


two years ago. Ms Weinard died before 
Christmas 2015, pub staff said. 

It is not known how much cash was in 
the charity boxes. 

Richards was arrested after CCTV im¬ 
ages were released by Kingston police, 
and were shared more than 1,000 times 
on Facebook. 

He pleaded guilty to two counts of 
theft and possession of cannabis at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court on Friday, 
July 22. Richards was handed an eight- 
week prison sentence suspended for 12 
months, and ordered to pay £85 plus an 
£80 surcharge.

publish assault report

A YOUNG teenager missing 
from foster care was seriously 
harmed and sexually assaulted 
in exchange for drugs. 

But details of how the child 
fell into danger and whether 
they were failed by Kingston or 
Richmond child services will 
never be made public as the 
body in charge refuses to pub¬ 
lish its investigation into the 
events leading up to the sexual 
assault. 

The local safeguarding chil¬ 
dren’s board (LSCB), part 
of Achieving for Children, 
launched a serious case re¬ 
view (SCR) investigating the 19 
months leading up to the assault 
in 2014. 

A small paragraph referenc¬ 
ing the review was made pub¬ 
lic in Kingston Hospital’s July 


board papers. It said: “This has 
not been published due to risks 
particularly in relation to e-safe- 
ty. Learning has however been 
shared with the NSPCC, the De¬ 
partment for Education and the 
National SCR Panel.” 

The NSPCC said all final 
SCRs and the LSCB responses 
“must be published on the LSCB 
website for a minimum of 12 
months and should be available 
on request. This is important for 
sharing lessons learnt and good 
practice in writing and publish¬ 
ing SCRs.” 

A Kingston and Richmond 
LSCB spokesman said the SCR 
was not published “to avoid risk¬ 
ing the anonymity of individu¬ 
als”. 

SCRs should be written in a 
way that does not identify any 
children or vulnerable adults 
involved and should be kept 
secret “only in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances”, according to the 
National SCR Panel. 


The panel said in November 
last year it was “concerned” 
about the quality of some SCRs, 
and that in the last two years 
it has agreed not to publish six 
such reports. 

Secretary John Leppard said: 
“In exceptional cases there may 
be a justification for non-publi¬ 
cation. The panel expects to see 
expert, independent advice to 
an LSCB that publication rep¬ 
resents a particular and serious 
threat to specific individuals be¬ 
fore it will agree with a decision 
not to publish in full a complet¬ 
ed report, or to publish it in a 
way which does not identify the 
LSCB concerned in order to pro¬ 
tect the subject.” 

Neither the LSCB, Kingston 
or Richmond councils nor the 
national panel would reveal that 
reasoning. 

Liberal Democrat member for 
children, Cllr Margaret Thomp¬ 
son, said she had never been told 
of the report.

But now amended plans have 
been submitted to Kingston 
Council “just metres” from the 
previous spot, prompting the 
residents to start yet another 
petition. 

The petition says the mast 
would “compromise child road 
safety, deface the residential 
area and be visually intrusive 
to the character of the area”. 


A DRUG dealer has been jailed 
for more than two years after be¬ 
ing stopped in a Surbiton street 
with 40 packs of crack cocaine 
and heroin in his underpants. 

Norbert Miassouekama, 31, 
was stopped by police officers in 
Berrylands Road on Wednesday, 
June 22. Officers found 22 pack¬ 
ages of ‘high purity’ crack co¬ 
caine and 18 packages of heroin, 
Kingston police said. 

Miassouekama, of High Road, 
Leyton, was jailed for 28 months 
at Kingston Crown Court on 
July 29. 

He had appeared at Wimble¬ 
don Magistrates’ Court on Fri¬ 
day, June 24 and pleaded guilty 
to one count of drug dealing. 

The arrest was made as part 
of Operation Vulcan, targeting 
drug supply lines.

A DRUG dealer was brand¬ 
ed an ‘idiot’ by a judge and 
jailed for 42 months after he 
was caught with more than 
£2,000-worth of heroin and 
crack cocaine. 

Alex Amoah, 20, was in 
the passenger seat of a car 
in School Lane, Tolworth, in 
February, when police pulled 
the vehicle over. 

He jumped out and fled and 
while being chased by under¬ 
cover officers he threw away 
a package. 

It was later found to con¬ 
tain 109 wraps of ‘deal-ready’ 
crack cocaine and heroin 
worth more than £2,000. 

Amoah, of Staford Road, 
Brent, was caught by the of¬ 
ficers and arrested on Febru¬ 
ary 29. 

He was jailed for 42 months 
at Kingston Crown Court last 
Tuesday. 

Judge Michael Hopmei- 
er called Amoah an ‘idiot’ 


for failing to plead guilty to 
drug dealing earlier due to 
the ‘weight of the evidence’ 
against him, a Kingston po¬ 
lice spokesman said. 

Amoah had appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Wednesday, March 2, hav¬ 


ing been charged with drug 
dealing but originally plead¬ 
ed not guilty to two counts 
of possession with intent to 
supply. Before his trial was 
due to start he changed his 
plea to guilty 

Amoah’s arrest was made 


the same month Kingston 
police launched Operation 
Vulcan, a six-month blitz on 
drug dealing targeting ‘drug 
supply lines’ coming from 
outside the borough. 

DI Adam Guttridge, who 
led the operation, said: “King¬ 
ston police have worked hard 
to target dealers. Their activ¬ 
ities cause criminality and 
anti-social behaviour which 
we will not tolerate. 

“I’d like to praise the excel¬ 
lent observational skills by 
my officers who were able to 
recover the discarded pack¬ 
age. Alex preyed upon drug 
addicts to fund his own life¬ 
style”. 

The Kingston Guardian re¬ 
vealed in May this year that 
Kingston police’s previous 
drug dealing crackdown, la¬ 
belled Operation Odin, re¬ 
sulted in 15 convictions from 
almost 250 arrests. 

DI Guttridge said the op¬ 
eration targeted key individ¬ 
uals, or ‘nominals’, around 
whom detectives built a pic¬ 
ture of how drugs were dealt 
in the borough. 


TV licence 
loophole is 
to be shut 

A CHANGE to TV licensing 
is coming on September 1 
and fans of iPlayer need to 
know about it. 

The loophole which cur¬ 
rently allows viewers to 
watch on-demand BBC shows 
for free will be closed. 

A licence will be needed 
by anyone downloading or 
watching BBC programmes 
on any device including 
smart TVs, laptops, mobiles, 
tablets and games consoles. 

People who continue to 
watch iPlayer without a li¬ 
cence will risk prosecution 
and a £1,000 fine. Only live 
content is currently covered 
by the £145.50-a-year licence. 

People who already have a 
licence will not be affected, 
while one will not be needed 
to watch other on-demand 
services such as Netflix. 

Students in particular 
could be affected by the 
change, with two in three stu¬ 
dents watching catch-up TV 
online and only 22 per cent 
taking a TV to university 

John Whittingdale, then 
culture secretary, stated in 
March: “Giving a free ride to 
those who enjoy Sherlock or 
Bake Off an hour, a day or a 
week after they are broadcast 
was never intended.”

FINDING a spot in Surbiton to 
watch the football might get a bit 
harder as one of the last remain¬ 
ing sports bars is set to turn into 
a trendy gastropub covered in 
“leathers and soft velvets”. 

Bosses of The Victoria say 
they will cancel their Sky and BT 
Sport subscriptions, sell the TVs 
and reopen as “a place Surbiton 
can be proud of”. 

It currently boasts four TVs 
inside, plus a projection screen, 
and two outside, making it a fa¬ 
vourite location for sports fans. 

But now the Young’s-owned 


pub plans to offer an extensive, 
upmarket menu in an environ¬ 
ment of “exposed brickwork and 
timbers”. 

The brewery has been given 
permission to open an Ameri- 
can-style burger shack and cre¬ 
ate booth seating in the garden 
of the Victoria Road pub. 

The Vic will also have a series 
of themed rooms, including one 
based on the workshop of Surb¬ 
iton man James Simpson who 
helped design a sand filtration 
system that purified cholera-con¬ 
taminated river water. 

Young’s solicitor James An¬ 
derson said: “At the moment it 
is a pub that is led very much by 
sport, but Young’s want to change 
it into a food-led premises. 


“This is a complete change of 
direction for the pub. Young’s 
don’t have any other pubs that 
focus on sport to such a degree.” 

If the refurb goes ahead, the 
Black Lion, in Brighton Road, 
will be the only pub in central 
Surbiton that shows subscription 
sports on a regular basis. 

The Black Lion is also a 
Young’s pub but is managed inde¬ 
pendently. 

According to the Association 
of Licensed Multiple Retailers, 
a typical Sky subscription costs 
about £15,000. BT Sport packages 
are considerably cheaper. 

Mr Anderson added: “Sky tel¬ 
evision will go and hopefully it 
will be a very nice premises that 
Surbiton can be proud of.”

Much of KCF’s stock comes 
from house clearances and do¬ 
mestic collections. Service man¬ 
ager Adrian Collins said he want¬ 
ed to encourage people to donate 
now the new shop is open. Any 
furniture that cannot be resold 
or upcycled is recycled. 


‘There’s life 
after the EU’ 

THE chief executive of Kingston 
Chamber of Commerce has dis¬ 
missed claims that Brexit has 
triggered pessimism amongst 
businesses, instead saying that 
people are beginning to accept 
that there is “life after the EU”. 

Jerry Irving said that it was 
“uncertainty” rather than a lack 
of optimism which is being felt 
by businesses across the bor¬ 
ough, but that companies are still 
thriving. 

He made the claims after the 
Confederation of British Indus¬ 
try (CBI) published a report say¬ 
ing business optimism had fallen 
at its fastest rate in seven years 
since Britain voted to leave the 
EU. 

The CBI report found that 52 
per cent of manufacturers were 
less optimistic about businesses 
prospering in post-EU Britain. 

Mr Irving said: “I think in 
terms of what’s happening with 
businesses locally is there is a 
level of uncertainty, I don’t think 
there is a lack of confidence. 

“People are coming around to 
the fact that there is life after the 
EU. 

“It’s a complex situation, it’s 
not one that we are familiar with. 
It’s time to remain calm, not to 
panic and to carry on business as 
we can.”

Rhydian Roberts has grown used 
to playing the bad guy but his 
next role could be one of the 
baddest yet. 

The 33-year-old shot to 
fame on the X Factor nearly a 
decade ago, where he portrayed 
as a pantomime villain, and 
has since gone on to forge a 
successful solo career alongside 
a formidable stage career 
which has seen him be Pontius 
Pilot in Jesus Christ Superstar 
and Khashoggi in We Will 
Rock You. 

Now he is set to play the 
sadistic, laughing gas-addicted 
dentist and abusive boyfriend 
of Audrey in the comedy rock 
musical Little Shop of Horrors, 
which comes to New Wimbledon 
Theatre from August 22 to 27.

The former Burntwood 
School pupil, and a fashion 
design and marketing grad¬ 
uate from the University of 
East London, was inspired by 
a visit to the town of Srebren¬ 
ica where 21 years ago more 
than 8,000 muslim men and 
boys were murdered. While 
there she met family mem¬ 


bers of those who were killed. 
Taslima told us: "This was the 
most powerful moment, meet¬ 
ing the mothers. This helped 
me to find the positivity of my 
collection, how these mothers 
lost everything and witnessed 
horror yet preached so much 
love."

I don't think the Disney Corpo¬ 
ration have ever heard of the 
phrase 'If it ain't broke... don't fix 
it', writes Mark Foker. 

They seem to be on a quest to 
try and improve on perfection by 
employing the use of that very 
modern digital wizardry called 
CGI. Although this sounds as 
though I don't agree with these 
new versions and I hate to admit 
it but the results are amazing. 

The Jungle Book surpassed my 
expectations. Now the 1977 fam¬ 


ily Disney film Pete's Dragon has 
been given the CGI facelift. 

The story has changed slightly 
from the original but is still the 
same heart-warming tale of the 
relationship of a young 11-year 
old Pete (Oakes Fegley) and his 
twenty- foot tall Dragon called 
Elliot. 

The supporting cast includes

KEEP CALM. CARRY ON RUYING 



Never mind mortgage rate 
cuts; there's never been a 
better time to get on the 
property ladder. 

Following the Bank of 
England's decision to cut 
interest rates to 0.25%, 

PAUL BUMFORD, Financial 
Services Director at Andrews 
Property Group discusses 
how, whilst this could be 
viewed as good news for 
homeowners, there is so 
much more to be positive 
about: 

The likely knock-on effect of 
the recent announcement is that 
we'll see some mortgage rates 
reduce which will, in turn, pose 
an opportunity for some first time 
buyers to get on the property 
ladder. When the headlines fade, 
however, it is worth remembering 
that a lowering of rates is just one 
route to getting on the property 
ladder and I'd argue that there's 
never been a better time to buy. 

I'm certainly not suggesting 
that a cut to interest rates isn't a 
good thing, and reduced rates will 
almost certainly see the market 
enjoy a boost, but I think it should 
be couched within reason. 

Most lenders are unlikely to 
significantly, if at all, alter their 
Standard Variable Rates (SVR); 
fixed rates, meanwhile, may see 
some initial downward movement; 


whilst it's in the tracker mortgage 
market where the greatest gains 
are to be made - assuming there 
are no collar exemptions in place 
whereby the rate cannot drop below 
a certain point. 

But does that leave us in a vastly 
different place to where we currently 
find ourselves today? I'd argue 
not, but it's not such a bad place to 
be. Simply, there has never been a 
cheaper time to access money, nor 
has there been an easier time to get 
a mortgage, so long as - and this 
is the crux - the applicant ticks all 
the boxes. 

For first time buyers especially, 
there is a myriad of opportunities 
to get on the property ladder. 
However, they don't always do 
their homework, hold realistic 
expectations, or consider more 
creative options for entering the 
mortgage market. 

With a wealth of information 
available, any purchaser, first time 
or otherwise, should be able to gain 
a pretty fair idea of what they can 
afford. Once they've done some 
initial research, it's always a good 
idea to engage with an expert 


advisor who will integrate a stress 
test on the level of borrowing that 
allows for interest rates going up 
by anything in the region of 2-5%. 
Remember, it's not simply a case of 
the loan being affordable now, but 
also in the future. 

Purchasers also need to be 
realistic about what property it is 
they really need. We often hear 
that young people can't afford to 
get on the property ladder, but all 
too often they've set their sights on 
a property that would suit them 
later in life as their family expands 
or which is located in an area 
that commands a premium. By 
considering alternative property 
types or locations, they're likely to 
open up options that they hadn't 
previously considered. 

Likewise, shared-ownership is 
a popular option that allows the 
purchaser to increase the amount of 
equity they own in the property as 
their circumstances change. But it's 
not just official schemes that should 
be considered, and a would-be 
purchaser's options for getting on to 
the property market may be closer 
than they think. 


The 'bank of mum and dad' that 
we hear so much about is estimated 
to be worth £5billion annually, 
making it the 10th biggest lender 
in the UK! But rather than just stop 
with a gifted deposit to help towards 
making that initial step, parents can 
also consider releasing equity in 
their own property or being named 
on the new mortgage to support 
their offspring. 

Finally, there's always the 
option of buying with two or three 


like-minded friends. This works 
especially well in areas where 
city centre living comes at a 
premium. By pooling resources, 
a one bedroom flat that seemed 
unaffordable can become a three- 
bedroom house and so long as all 
parties have sought expert legal 
advice and feel comfortable that 
they'll be able to manage things 
should circumstances change in the 
future, it's a great option for getting 
on the property ladder. 


So yes, the likely drop in 
mortgage rates is an opportunity 
to be seized for some purchasers, 
but it's far from the only option and 
lenders have never before been so 
prepared to look at more creative 
options, so long as they are well 
thought through, make financial 
sense and are affordable. I'd 
encourage anyone looking to get a 
mortgage to not be blindsided by 
what they read in the media.

ON THE ROAD 

VOLKSWAGEN BE 

Can Volkswagen’s third generation Beetle be 
more than just a lifestyle statement? JONATHAN 


to save a little and opt for the 
lower-powered petrol derivative 
or a diesel. Petrol-wise, you're 
looking at a turbocharged 1.2 TSI 
unit, surprisingly punchy despite 
its modest 105PS output. With 
175Nm of torque on tap, sixty here 
is 10.9s away en route to 112mph. 
The diesel option is a 2.0 TDI unit 
offered with either 110 or 150PS. 

We'll start with the styling 
changes made to these lightly 
improved Coupe and Cabriolet 
models; to be frank, they're not 
particularly significant. There 
are sharpened lines for the front 
bumpers, while larger openings 
around the indicator and fog 
light surrounds give extra depth 


CROUCH reports on the improved version... 


BACKGROUND: Volkswagen's 
third generation Beetle has proved 
to be a classier and more mature 
car than its predecessor, qualities 
the Wolfsburg brand has tried to 
enhance with the latest round of 
changes. 

These create a slightly smarter 
look, with extra value added to 
specifications, plus there's the 
option of a more Crossover-style 
'Dune' derivative. Importantly for 
its target market amongst retro 
rivals, this car remains a very 
style-conscious choice, whether 
you go for it in Coupe or Cabriolet 
guises. Aesthetics matter. Go on. 
Live a beautiful life. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: So 
to the Volkswagen Beetle. You'll 
probably remember that this car 
was re-launched in modern era 


guise at the turn of the century 
and following on from that, over a 
million new era examples were sold 
over thirteen years. Despite that, 
the second generation version of 
this car was never quite the success 
it might have been. 

The curvy Toytown looks and 
touches like the flower vase on 
the dash left it as an exclusively 
feminine and fashion-centric choice, 
buyers who quickly forsook its 
charms when at the turn of the 
century the New MINI and much 
later, the reinvented Fiat 500 came 
along. 

Hence the need for the all-new 
third generation Beetle that was 
introduced in 2012, the car we're 
going to look at in improved form 
here. 

This was a model with wider 


appeal and one much closer to the 
feel of the original post-war design. 
Longer, wider and lower than its 
MK2 predecessor, it was intended 
to look more sporty, masculine and 
dynamic and did. Plus, because 
the Golf underpinnings remained, 
the MK3 Beetle could be a more 
practical choice than its retro 
rivals. Those competitors — cars 
like the MINI Hatch and the DS3 — 
have recently improved themselves 
though, hence the need for the 
thorough Beetle update we're 
going to look at here. 

MARKET AND MODEL: Beetle 
motoring isn't really about high 
performance and with that in 
mind, you may feel minded 


to the car's appearance. Go for 
top 'R-Line' trim and there's a 
sportier bumper design. Go for 
the 'Dune' version and there's a 
10mm ride height increase, with 
more rugged looks enhanced via 
18-inch 'Mythos' alloy wheels, front 
and rear wheelarch extensions and 
bolder bumper designs. 

Otherwse, things are much as 
before, which means that, against 
the odds, something of a feel of Dr 
Ferdinand Porsche's early 'Peoples' 
Car' has somehow made it through 
to this third generation model, 
most notably in the large wheels 
plumply positioned beneath the 
flared flowing arches and a rear 
C-pillar that follows the contours 


of the original design. So there's 
something of the past, artfully mixed 
with a sporty vision of the future. 

Moving inside the three-door-only 
bodyshape, at the wheel, you're 
seated behind a traditional upright 
dashboard with a set of three 
traditional dials visible through a 
sporty three-spoke thin-rimmed 
wheel. Unfortunately, the plastics 
are traditional too, so no Golf-like 
soft-touch surfaces. Still, the quality 
seems good even if the Mexican 
factory doesn't seem to screw things 
together quite up to German- 
fabricated Golf standards. 

COST: There are now four trim levels 
offered - Beetle, Design, R-Line and 
Dune. Expect to pay somewhere 
in the £17,000 to £25,000 bracket 
for most versions of the hardtop 
Beetle model we're looking at here, 
depending on the model and spec 
you decide upon.
